The nameg of all parties to the: s/s 
accident are taken, as are those of 
all witnesses, and statements from A 
everybody concerned are typed. By ‘i 
getting statements immediately, as 
well ag photographs to introduce 
into court at trial, the police have 
complete and accurate information 
on which to base a_ prosecution 
if any one igs shown to be at 
fault. 

In addition to the Yhevrolets 
the squad has Complete photo- 
graphic equipment, including a 
dark room for developing pictures 
immediately after an accident, two 
offices to which principals and 
witnesses are often brought and 
quizzed, filling cabinets, and 
draughing materials to match 
sketches of the scene. This squad | 
is said to be the only one of its 
kind in the United States. 

Edward Fis Donahue, trafY:! 
commissioner, who put the plan | 
into effect, credits it with being} 
one of the most practical safety 
factors within his long experience. 
Already the squad has secured 
many manslaughter convictions, 
while convictions on charges of | 
reckless driving and fleeing from 
the scene of an accident run into te! 
the hundreds.
